Litery .StoA.e.— What do livery stable 
kc ri , is i„ the (Joit«d States amount to? 
What do they represent? Whom do they 
bcueflt? What do they contribute to the 
general welfare of the community? 
These are all fair questions and well 
deserve an answer. A moment's con 
sideration will give us all food for 
thought. Let us look at the questions. 
There are in round numbers 30,000 livery 
stables in the Uuited States who employ 
on an average three men each, thus 
giving us 120,000 men. counting the 
proprietors. Un the usual allowance of 
five for the family of each one. and we 
have 600,000 human beings who requir 
shelter, clothiug. warmth, food and otht 
necessities and in whom the grocei 
butcher, baker, physician and many 
other trades tfnd professions 
terested. Now confining ourselves 
strictly to their business let us see what 
their probablo requirements are. 
have made our averages low and shall 
continue to do so. Every one of these 
stables must have horses and their feed, 
carriages, buggies, harness, horse cloth 
iug. whips, halters, stable tools, horse 
medicines, aud all kinds of stable MppUl 
which would include blankets, harness 
dressing, stable fixtures, horseshoe; 
clippers, bits, elevatots and the many 
devices invented by ingenious mechanics 
to lighten labor or calculated to be of 
advantage to horse owners. Let us try 
and express in dollars what the trade 
thus represented amounts to. 
there are many items that cannot be 
estimated, but we can find enough that 
will add up such a sum as will astonish 
not only those who depend upon 
livery stable keepers but the livery stable 
men themselves:

Hardin, the messeng-cr of the Adama 
Express Co., who, last winter, was 
charged with stealing a forty-thousand- 
dollar package in transit, is behind the 
bars of the county jail under the name 
of Charles Ketchurn. The charge la 
that he Is a fugitive from justice 
Kansas City, Mo., where he is 
for breaking into a railroad t 
steal in if 14,000. 

Hardin asserts that his arrest is only 
a scheme of the express company to 
prevent his prosecuting his damage 
auit against it for defamation of a' 
acter.

Uardin, or Kctchum, made a deter- 
mined resistance when his arrest waa 
attempted in his attorney's office, and 
he hold the ofllctra at bay for some 

minutes. He was the cooled of all 
present and not a muscle quivered aa 
he denied his identity, but the officers 
were positive that he was the man, and 

finally conducted him to jail 

While his attorneys were petting out 
heabeas corpus proceedings Hardin waa 
calmly smokiuj? a cigar in jail and ex- 
hibit intj every sign of confidence. 

"My name is not Ketchurn," he said, 
"and I don't know what all this means. 
It is simply a job but up on me by the 
express companies to prevent my being- 
here to prosecute that damage suit 
against them"' he said, getting little 
wrathful, "I know they would take al- 
most any desperate- measure to prevent 
me^frora twinghere, but I never thought 
it would come to this. And now I am 
behind these • thinprs," and he tapped 
the iron burs meditatively, "charged 
with something I never heard of and 
committed by a man I nover knew." 

Charley Ketchurn. whom the offlcera 
bay Hardin really is. ivm raised here, 
and is renieint crcd by a great many. 
It is claimed by Deputy Sheriff Hcrroik 
that some years ago a daring robbery 
waa committed in Kansas City, Mo., In, 
hich over 14,000 were stolen. A man 
giving his name us Charley Ketchurn 
was arrested charged with the C 
Ha was convicted and sen to 
three years in the penitentiary. 

A new trial was asked and f 
pending which Ketchuro v 
in the county jail, from which he es- 
caped He was finally located aa ' has. 
A. Hardin, formerly a suspected mee- 
er in the employ of the Adams Ex- 
s Co. As soon as the Kansas City 
lorities learned that he had come 
here to prosecute his f.%0,000 damage 
suit thoy procured the requisition pa- 
pers and sent an officer after him. The 
result hinges upon the conclusion Mon- 
day of the habeas curpus proceedings.

When the collision took place the 
second and third day coachoa on No. 9. 
the train going west, were completely 
telescoped. It was in these cars that 
the horrible sacrifice of life took place. 
The second coach cut through the third 
coach like a knife, nnd the car passed 
over the heads of the sleeping and ill- 
fated pnssengcrs, who were completely 
entoinlied as if in a furnace. 

The passengers in the four coaches 
were more or less injured, and in one 
of them (No U, called the unlucky 
coach, which has been in several acci- 
dents before) there were twenty-five 
bodies tuken from the wrc:k Friday 
morning. 

They were pinioned under the seat* 
and jammed up against the end of the 
coach by the next coach, which had 
telescoped it, aud then burned like rats 
in a trap. 

The accident was a mile from the fire 
station, and before water could be 
turned on the cars were all burned. 
No one on the lluvtiu nd s|iecial was in- 

The Pacific express was made up ol 
thirteen old coaches, and four of then) 
were completely burned, catching fire 
from the lamps in the cars. 

The bodies were burned so badly 
a* to be unrecognizable. Nearly all 
had their heads, arms or legs burned 
off, and can not be identified as yet. 

As the second car was driven back into 
the third it swept the people in a mass 
to the north end of the latter car in the 
vicinity of the stove, before which most 
of the bodies were afterwards found. 
The cars took fire, and in an instant 
they were all In a blare. The night 
yardmen and the neighbors in the vi- 
cinity were on the scene as soon as pos- 

escaped through a 
. Other* who escaped mashed 
out the windows and climbed through. 
Only three escaped from the left side, 
and not more than six from tho other 
side. All of the rest of the occupants 
of the second coach perished. 

The most horrible sight was that pre- 
sented by Mrs. Charles Vandusen, of 
Fort Plain, N. Y. She succeeded In 
getting half way out of the window, 
but her legs were fastened, and those 
who ran to her assistance could not re- 
lease her. 

She was burned to death before their 
eyes with one-half of her body still 
banfiptjf out of the window, lie fore 
death came to release her suffering she 
gave her name. 

Henry Canfield, one of the night 
clerks at the Chicago and Grand Trunk 
offices, heard the crash, and immedi- 
ately pulled the fire alarm box, and 
then telephoned the engine-house and 
informed them of the wreck. The fire- 
men responded promptly, but the wreck 
was over a mile away. 

The distance of the nearest hydrant 
from the wreck and the difficulty of 
driving the hosewagon between the 
and tracks, delayed them till 
the fire had gained considerable head- 
way. 

The awful work of rescuing the dead 
and injured was not completed until U 
o'clock Friday morning, when the last 
body was taken out of the wreck. 

Sufficient stretcher* were not to be 
had, and the workers nailed boards to- 
gether on which the charred bodie* 
were laid, and carried away as fast as 
they were extricated. A temporary 
morgue was made of a freight car in 
which tho disfigured bodie* were placed 
in charge of local undertaker* 

So horribly burned and charred are 
the bodies lying in this impromptu 
morgue that it is hardly possible their 
namea will ever be known. At 0 o'clock 
twenty si \ dead bodies had been taken 
of the ruin* of the wrecked car* 
and this is *uppoaad to be the total 
number of \lctitua 
A* fast a* the charred satchel*, 
discs, pocketbooks, watche*, etc., 
ere recovered from the debris, they 
ere turned over to the police otllcinla 
it is hoped that some of these grim 
relic* will give a clew to the ideutity 
f those who met *uch an aw- 
ful death.

Be Vetoed By Him. 



Again ihr Situation In the senate Heroines 
Mixed-Democratic Henators Begin to 
Talk of shifting- ul «... Ahead 
On Their Own Responsibility. 

Washington, Oct 21. — A general plan 
of settlement had been agreed on by 
the democratic caucus or steering com- 
mittee, to which it was hoped the ad- 
ministration would assent, so as to 
smooth it* pathway In the senate and 
house. 

The pleasant promise of the Voorhocs 
bill, pledging the government to 
the policy of bimetallsMii *M 
to be retained for all it 
may lie worth. The seignorage in 
the treasury was to be coined. All bills 
under «lo were to be retired 
' except the silver certificates. The power 
of the secretary of the treasury to issue 
bonds under the resumption net of 1H75 
was to bo recognized by declaring that 
the bonds to be issued under such law 
should not bear over 3 per cent. Inter- 
est, and should be redeemable at the 
option of the government after five 
years. Nothing was said as to the use 
of such bonds us a basis for banking 
purposes, but under the old law they 
could be used for such a purpose. 

It was hoped that the president 
would go so far as to say that he saw 
no objection to this plan. He hod re- 
jected a suggestion for purchssltlfc tlii_- 
same amount of silver in the i< rate 
with a provision for extending the time 
to four years, and he was even unwill- 
ing to have the suspension vested in his

This would, of course, embrace a 
number of republican senators. It 
turned out however. Friday, that the 
president was obstinate and unaccom- 
modating.

To say that 
this unexpected hitch has provoked 

who have been endeavoring to frame a 
settlement which would reliove the 
political and business situation, is 
putting the case very mildly. 
Some senators say that the 
president is intoxicated with the 
idea of his power and popu- 
larity and wants to bend everything to 
hiaovvnVill. This feeling is not con- 
fined to those senators who have bttfl 
classed as silver senators, but extends 
to some of those who have b*M ranked 
all along as most extreme und enthusi- 
astic supporters of the president's 
financial policy. There is talk of their 
hrMkiOff LOOM and of the senate going 
to work for itself und framing a settle- 
ment and financial adjustment, even 
should it touch the saving grace of the 
executive prims tire This feeling may 
ripen Into action if the administration 
continues to throw obstacles in the 
way of a compromise. 

It becomes an interesting question, 
how far the republican senators would 
co-operate with democratic senators in 
making a compromise. There are some 
eleven or twelve silver republicans, 
and there are others quite prominent 
who. though favoring repeal, are re- 
garded as ready for a compromise. Mr. 
• Vuu.v has already submitted a proposi- 
tion looking to a prolongation of silver 
pure haws up to Januury 1. lKOtl. If a 
fair majority of the democratic sena- 
tors should support u scheme for com- 
promise, extending purchases say to 
July, laM, it is not unlikely that 
enough republicans would vote for it 
to secure Its passage. 

Indeed, there is high authority for 
the statement that such co-operution 
for a fair compromise may be secured. 
In such case the house of representa- 
tives would probably concur in the 
proposition, and the president would 
have to choose between a veto and 
signing a bill to which he and his cab- 
inet were not friendly. 

There arc some person* who think he 
would consider a veto as an aid to his 
popularity, though it might divide the 
deii.oerat ie party. 

The result of this situation was that 
congress adjourned Friday with a feel- 
ing of tension, gloom and uncertainty. 
This is liable to be changed at any mo- 
ment by timely concession from the 
executive, or failing that, it may devel- 
op into a renewal of the late bitter and 
angry contention.

A U*sly Whale Beaten by • Steamboa 
In a Long It.. . 

What wan probably the most unique 
rtvoe on record, aayw the Tncoma Led- 
ger, oocurrcsl on the waters of Puffet 
sourid between Tavoma and Seattle 
the other afternoon— namely, a race 
between a whale and a steamboat. 
Shortly after the Flyer passed Hrown's 
point on her afternoon trip to Seattle, 
a larjre shovel-nose whale was noticed 
on her port bow, and, as It was In 
about the same position when the 
Flyer came up on hg-r previous trip, it 
excited the curiosity of the captain, 
who decided to stand off his course to 
get a near view of the monster of the 
deep. Judge of his astonishment > 
instead of overhauling the whale the 
whale drew away from the boat, lly 
this time it had got noised about 
among the passengers thut it was the 
intention of the officers of the boat to 
overtake the whale if It was possible 
for wrxxl, steel and steam to do bo. 

Word was sent to the engine room, 
and in a few moments it was plainly 
noticeable that the onick lamt of the 
Pacific had got an extra move mi her- 
self, and in about five minutes it was 
clear she was gaining on the whale. 
About one mile south of Kohln 
point the whale put on an extra spurt 
of s(X'o.l Had for u minute or so gained 
a little OB the boat, but it evidently 
was only u spurt, for the boat 
again gained. When Robinson' 
is-iiit WBI reached the whale took 
the Inside course and It was feared 
it would run ashore and so end the 
race. To prevent this the Flyer kep 
off shore so as to allow it plenty of set 
room in rounding the point.
